FLOOD DISASTERS. 


Since the American occupation Cal- 


ifornia hasTnever been visited by but 
;ono really disastrous flood. We have 
rfcad considerable freshets since 1862-63 
«.but no vast innundation. Even then 
.the los>3 was comparatively small be- 


- ,'cause the lowlands of the Sacramento 


and San Joaquln were thinly inhabited 
and not extensively cultivated. Sac- 
'ramento, Stockton and Marysvllle suf- 


• lered ^eavy losses from being flooded, 


-'but there was hardly any loss of life. 
Compared with the disastrous floods In 


.'the "Western States, our great nigh 


•water year was a small affair. Condt- 


' tlons in this State preclude disastrous 
;'floods. 
In this respect California en- 


Joj-s a marked advantage over the 
Eastern and Middle States, which are 


-.periodically 
visited 
with 
excessive 


rainfalls that raise the rivers out of 
their banks and spread desolation In 
tt»e lowlands, which 
are 
generally 


thickly populated and well tilled. 


Nearly all the large cities back from 


. the coast are built on the banks of riv- 
en, with suburbs In flats Innundaited 
at extreme- high water. Armourfl-ale 


• «nd Argentine, suburbs of Kansas City, 


are located on lowlands adjacent to 
the Kaw and Missouri rivers, aa Is 
North To-peka. A sudden and general 
rise In all the streams has flooded the 
country to an extent heretofore un- 
known because the erection of towns, 
factories, bridges, 
railway 
embank- 


ments, etc.. has obstructed the flow 
outside the regular channels. Not hav- 


» .Ing on adequate outlet, the restrain- 


ed flood of water backed up higher 
than was ever 
before 
known and 


spread over a vast area, causing an 
Incalculable loss of property a-nd hun- 
dreds of lives. 


The disasters are largely due to the 


fact that the experience of tha past 
has bee-n recklessly defied—the dang- 
ers of flood multiplied by creating ob- 
structions within the overflow limit 
Periodical Innundatlon costing many 
millions visited Cincinnati before that 
city would take to heart the lesson 
conveyed that in time of flood the 
water must be 
given a free outlet 


When people build whero drift and 
wreckage tells the tale of former In- 
nundati&n, they have only themselves 
to blame when they are caught In a 
flood. Nevertheless the appalling loss 
of life and property cannot fall to ex- 
cite pity and sa'dness, although It Is 
plainly due to the recklessness and 
folly of mankind. 


Japan continues to make prepara- 


tions for war. Unless the other powers 
interfere there Is every likelihood that 
sho will declare war against Russia If 
China grants, the concessions in Man- 
churia demanded by M. Plai.con. It 
will be bloody lighting if the Russians 
and Japanese do cotno together, 
fos 


both are desperate warriors. The out- 
come, however, Is likely to be unsatis- 
factory to both, for after they have ex- 
hausted 
themselves In rending each 


other, the other nations will step in 
ana dictate the terms of peace, Inci- 
dentally taking a large share of the 
plunder. 


Lieutenant Shacltelton, who has gone 


further south than any other explorer, 
says the South Pole is on hind.

And now. comes the 
Presbyterian Church In an ecumenical 
council authorized to declare the ten- 
ets of faith to say that "No man Is 
condemned except on account of his 
sins"; t '.so that "It Is not to be regarded 
as tea.'htng that any who died In 
Infancy are lost.

who di" in infancy are Included In tho 
eleotior of grace aud are regenerated 
and saved by Christ through the Spirit 
who -works where and how he pleases." 


Here is a declaration that all who die 


In infancy are Included in the election 
of grace: that ail who die In Infancy 
are reg :nerated: that oil who die in In- 
fancy ero saved. And since the liabil- 
ity of i ternal punishment does not at- 
tend thj Infantile state, but does come 
Into being with adolescence, It Is an 
eternal pity that all mankind did not 
die in :n fancy.

POLLUTING LAKE ERIE. 


The pollution of the waters of Uake 


Erie ha.-) become a serious question. 


All th'3 sewage of Detroit, 
Toledo, 


Sandusky, Cleveland, Erie, Buffalo and 
a host of smaller towns Is discharged 
Into the lake. Tha solid and feculent 
matter crops to the bottom, causing a 
permanent betoulment 
This Is driv- 


ing the fish away from the shores In 
many places. In shallow places passing 
vessels titlr up the nasty miss on the 
bottom to such an extent as to create a 
disagreeable odor for those on board. 
But the worst feature of draining the 
sewage Into the lake Is the contamina- 
tion of the 
water 
supply. Buffalo, 


Cleveland, Sandusky and 
Toledo get 


water from the lake, and they continue 
to commit the supreme folly of pois- 
oning their water with sewage before 
they drink It. Health conditions be- 
came so alarming that Chicago was 
finally driven to spend $20,000,000 for 
a sewage outlet into the Mississippi 
river, but the other lake cities continue 
to pour their filth into the source of 
their water supply. It Is extraordinary 
Phat tho practice has not aroused vio- 
lent protest before this. 


The boll weevil promises to be a 


blessing in disguise'to Texas. It seems 
that only the ravages of this unwel- 
come immigrant from Mexico will keep 
the farmers from raising so much cot- 
ton that it becomes 
a 
drug In the 


market. The drought and boll weevil 
are jointly responsible for the present 
high prices of the fleecy staple. 
But 


for them cotton would be selling at six 
centsca pound instead of eleven cents. 
Because the weevil has ruined the cot- 
ton crop, Texas farmers are raising 
hay, oati, norn, potatoes, wheat, fruit 
and vegi-tables. 
They get more mon- 


ey for a two million bale crop of cotton 
than they did for a three million bale 
crop, and they are sending immense 
quantities of cabbage, tomatoes, straw- 
berries, beans, peas and other small 
vegetablos to the northern market, re- 
ceiving j'ood prices and quick returns. 
In other words, the boll weevil Is an 
evan-gel of crop diversification as well 
as a cotton crop regulator. 
He de- 


serves a monument at the ha.nds of the 
grateful Texans—-after he has passed 
away.
